Freeway  proponents  put  Central  Fwy.  on  ballot 

Coalition  gets  28,810  signatures 
to  put  issue  before  voters 


The  fate  of  the  Central 
Freeway  will  go  before  City  vot- 
ers in  the  November  election. 

The  Coalition  to  Save  the 
Central  Freeway  turned  28,810 
signatures  into  the  SF  Registrar 
of  Voters  by  the  July  23  deadline, 
setting  up  a  showdown  between 
the  east-west  freeway's  oppo- 
nents and  proponents.  Signature 
gatherers  attained  the  names  in 
slightly  more  than  three  weeks. 

To  reach  its  goal,  the  coalition 
used  volunteers  to  get  about  two- 
thirds  of  the  signatures,  and  hired 
a  small  firm  and  individuals  from 
a  SF  Chronicle  classified  ad  to 
gel  the  balance,  according  to 
John  Barry,  treasurer  of  the 
Sunset  Heights  Association  of 
Responsible  People  (SHARP). 

SHARP,  and  the  SF 
Neighbors'  Association,  com- 
prise the  coalition. 

All  told,  the  pro-freeway 
group  spent  about  $9,000  to 
mount  the  petition  campaign, 
Barry  said.  Costs  included  signa- 
ture gathering  and  the  printing  of 
petitions  and  flyers. 

If  passed,  the  proposition 
states  the  Central  Freeway  should 
be  kept  in  the  same  basic  foot- 
print it  is  now  in  and  that  some 
type  of  solution  to  the  public's 
lack  of  north-south  access  should 
be  found. 


Barry  said  the  upcoming  cam- 
paign to  sway  voters  into  sup- 
porting the  measure  would  be 
"people  based"  and  not  "media 
based." 

Opposition  to  rebuilding  the 
freeway  comes  primarily  from 
residents  and  merchants  in  the 
Hayes  Valley. 

They  want  the  freeway  to  end 
South  of  Market  or  at  Market 
Street  and  have  traffic  dispersed 
throughout  the  City.  Many  of  the 
people  who  live  and  work  in  the 
area  claim  the  area  has  improved 
markedly  with  a  decrease  in  traf- 
fic due  to  the  recent  closing  of 
the  freeway,  and  its  continued 
closure  to  eastbound  traffic. 

But  many  residents  and  busi- 
ness people  in  the  west  side  of 
the  City  have  been  impacted  by 
longer  commutes  and  traffic 
jams. 

Besides  the  Coalition  to  Save 
the  Central  Freeway,  support  for 
keeping  the  Central  Freeway  ele- 
vated to  Fell  and  Oak  streets 
comes  from  Haight  Ashbury, 
Inner  Sunset  and  Van  Ness  corri- 
dor merchants  and  from  the 
Golden  Gate  Heights  Neighbor- 
hood Association. 

Caltrans  has  been  holding 
public  hearings  and  has  recom- 
mended several  options  to  the 
City  for  restoring  some  type  of 


service,  but  public  officials  have 
been  unable  to  make  a  decision 
on  the  fate  of  the  freeway. 

SF  Supervisor  Michael  Yaki 
has  offered  a  compromise  to  the 
freeway  impasse,  but  landing  the 
freeway  at  Haight  Street  and  then 
turning  Octavia  Street  into  a 
four-lane,  traffic-lighted  boule- 
vard did  not  get  much  support. 

The  freeway  was  closed  after 
the  1989  Loma-Prieta  Earth- 


quake. Its  connecting  ramps  to 
Franklin  Street,  with  its  north- 
bound access,  and  Gough  Street, 
with  its  southbound  access,  were 
removed  because  they  were 
deemed  dangerous.  Eventually, 
the  freeway's  upper  deck  was 
also  removed. 

As  a  result  of  the  ramps  being 
removed,  traffic  gradually  in- 
creased by  about  35.000  vehicles 
a  day  on  Fell  and  Oak  streets. 
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2  murder 
victims 
found  at

Homeless  woman 
charged  in  homicide

The  bodies  of  two  homeless 
people  were  found  within  the 
span  of  one  week  in  July  at  the 
east  end.  of  Golden  Gate  Park. 

The  victims,  Jacqueline 
Costellon,  a  52-year-old  home- 
less woman,  and  Torey  Lloyd,  a 
27-year-old  homeless  man.  were 
murdered  on  July  13  at  6:42  p.m. 
and  July  20  at  1 2:25  a.m..  respec- 
tively, police  report. 

Costel Ion's  body  was  discov- 
ered near  McLaren  Lodge  and 
Lloyd's  was  found  near  the  Kezar 
Pavilion. 

A  suspect  responsible  for  al- 
legedly knifing  Costellon  to 
death  has  been  apprehended 
while  another  suspect  responsible 
for  allegedly  shooting  to  death 
Lloyd  remains  at  large,  police 
say. 

Two  witnesses  are  reported  to 
have  seen  Tiffany  Morris,  19. 
stab  Costellon  in  the  heart  near 
the  lodge  over  an  argument  re- 
garding Morris'  complaint  of 
noise  while  she  was  on  the  tele- 
phone, said  Napoleon  Hendrix,  a 
homicide  inspector  with  the  SF 
Police  Department. 

"The  witnesses  gave  state- 
ments that  ultimately  led  to  the 
suspect."  Hendrix  said. 

Morris  was  apprehended  ap- 
proximately six  hours  after  the 
homicide  was  committed.  She

McDonald's  being  courted 

National  chains  being  sought  for 
closed  Churchill's  bar  location

A  handful  of  national  chains  stores  have  already 
began  eyeing  the  vacated  Churchill's  bar.  located  at 
455  Clement  St.,  though  a  final  decision  on  who 
moves  in  is  still  up  in  the  air. 

According  to  Francis  Koo,  one  of  five  owners  of 
the  building  on  the  corner  of  Clement  Street  at  Sixth 
Avenue,  McDonald's,  Starbuck's  Coffee,  Baskin- 
Robbins  31  Flavors  and  Noah's  Bagels  have  all  ex- 
pressed interest  in  leasing  all  or  part  of  the  appprox- 
imately  700-square-foot  site.  There  is  also  1.000 
square  feet  of  storage  space  in  the  building's  base- 
ment and  four  residential  apartments  at  the  property, 
said  Sabrina  Ding,  who  manages  the  property. 

"We're  open  to  many  ideas,"  said  Koo,  who  said 
the  most  interest  so  far  has  come  from  a  non-chain's 
proposal  to  convert  the  closed  bar  into  a  coffee- 
house. He  said  a  prospective  tenant  has  already 
drawn  up  plans  and  has  submitted  an  informal  pro- 
posal. 


Koo  said  McDonald's  first  approached  the  own- 
ers of  the  property  two  years  ago,  but  the  site  was 
still  under  lease  by  the  owner  of  Churchill's.  Last 
month  the  owners  began  trying  to  contact 
McDonald's  about  the  property,  but  have  not  yet 
heard  from  them. 

Greg  Semos,  McDonald's  development  manager 
for  San  Francisco  stores,  said  no  concrete  plans 
have  been  made  regarding  the  property,  or  if  the 
property  is  being  considered  at  all. 

"There  is  no  contract  or  plan  at  the  moment." 
Semos  said.  'That's  not  to  say  there  aren't  people 
investigating  the  site  or  talking  with  the  owners." 

According  to  Elise  Well  ford,  spokesperson  for 
Starbuck's.  though  the  company  is  "always  looking 
for  new  sites,  there  are  no  plans"  to  move  into  the 
property. 

Roberto  Hecksher.  owner  of  various  Baskin- 
Robbins  in  the  City,  including  one  that  closed  at  623

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Residents  grill  public  officials  about  service  delivery 


Numerous  topics 
tackled  at  forum

The  SF  Department  of  Public 
Works  held  a  meeting  at  George 
Washington  High  School  July  16 
to  discuss  various  quality-ot-life 
issues  with  Richmond  District 
residents. 

Speakers  included  representa- 
tives from  public  works,  the  SF 
Department  of  Planning.  Public 
Utilities  Commission  and  Muni. 

The  event  began  with  Alex 
Mamak,  from  DPW's  Public 
Affairs  department,  explaining 
the  purpose  of  the  meeting. 


"This  meeting  is  part  of  a  se- 
ries of  neighborhood  forums  that 
are  designed  to  help  determine 
the  neighborhood's  concerns  so 
we  can  help  build  a  better  quality 
of  life,"  he  said 

Dcnisc  Brady,  chief  of  DPW's 
Street  Use  and  Mapping 
Department,  talked  trash. 

"In  response  to  concerns 
raised  by  Richmond  residents, 
we  have  started  an  outreach  pro- 
gram to  educate  and  get  busi- 
nesses to  voluntarily  participate 
in  addressing  garbage  permit  is- 
sues. "  she  said. 

Brady  then  shifted  into  the 
topic  of  removing  and  replacing 
light  poles  and  underground  elec- 
trical wires. 
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"The  program  to  do  this  will 
service  42  miles  and  cost  $200 
million,"  she  said. 

Brady  said  the  lack  of  public 
phones  and  bathrooms  is  another 
concern  that  was  voiced  by 
Richmond  residents. 

She  added  there  has  been  a 
great  amount  of  street  excavation 
that  has  taken  place  in  the  neigh- 
borhood. 

"We  arc  drafting  new  ordi- 
nances to  repave  streets,"  she 
said. 

The  next  speaker  was  Marcia 
DcVaughn,  DPW's  deputy  direc- 
tor of  operations. 

"There  was  a  question  about 
the  number  of  trash  receptacles 
in  the  Richmond,"  she  said. 
"There  are  200  public  garbage 
cans  in  service." 

on  the  issue  of  graffiti, 
DeVaughn  said  there  have  been 
constant  inspections  of  public 
places  to  identify  graffiti. 

"Offensive  graffiti  is  removed 
immediately  upon  notification." 
she  said.  "There  is  a  hotline  to 
report  graffiti." 

The  last  speaker  from  DPW 
was  Don  Eng.  chief  of  construc- 
tion management. 

"Anza  Street  will  be  repaved 
in  the  year  2000."  he  said.  "We 
only  allow  construction  work  no 


louder  than  83  decibels  on  all  of 
our  projects." 

Gerald  Green,  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Planning,  dis- 
cussed the  reorganization  his  de- 
partment is  going  through. 

"Our  goals  for  reorganizing 
include  becoming  more  efficient 
in  how  we  carry  out  a  job  and 
having  better  accuracy,"  he  said. 
"In  order  to  serve  the  City  more 
intimately,  we  have  established 
teams  in  four  quadrants  that  we 
have  divided  the  City  into. 

"I  think  it's  a  lot  easier  to  have 
people  concentrated  in  just  one 
area  of  the  city."  Green  said. 

Steve  Medberry.  the  Public 
Utility  Commission's  manager  of 
environmental  regulations,  dis- 
cussed sewage. 

"Part  of  our  responsibility  is 
controlling  what  goes  into  the 
city's  sewer  system."  he  said. 
"We  have  a  hotline  to  report  it  " 

Sam  Murray,  from  the  Public 
Utility  Commission's  Public 
Affairs  Department,  shed  some 
more  light  on  sewage. 

"We  have  900  miles  of  sewers 
in  the  City."  he  said.  "There  have 
been  situations  where  people 
have  complained  about  smells. 

"We  have  a  few  hundred  em- 
ployees so  we  try  to  do  the  best 
we  can  to  handle  problems." 


The  next  speaker  was  Jim 
Cooncy,  the  SF  Recreation  and 
Park  Department's  assistant  su- 
perintendent of  parks. 

"Bicycle  laws  are  enforced  by 
the  police  in  Golden  Gate  Park." 
he  said.  "We  are  working  to 
make  the  park  a  clean  and  decent 
place,  but  we  need  the  help  of  the 
public  to  report  problems." 

Capt.  Richard  Horn, of  the 
Richmond  Police  Station,  was 
quick  to  point  out  speeding  prob- 
lems that  have  been  reported. 

"Some  issues  include  enforc- 
ing speed  limits  in  the  avenues," 
he  said.  'There  are  specific  prob- 
lems on  Geary,  Lake.  Clement 
and  in  Golden  Gale  Park." 

He  said  people  riding  bikes 
and  skateboards  on  the  street  is 
another  concern  that  has  been 
raised. 

Robert  Mason,  Muni's  execu- 
tive assistant  to  the  director, 
spoke  at  the  podium  next. 

"Bus  schedules  not  being  co- 
ordinated is  a  question  that  has 
been  raised,"  he  said.  "On  July 
22  there  will  be  a  vote  to  improve 
weekend  service." 

Ramon  Zamora,  SF  Depart- 
ment of  Parking  and  Traffic's 
traffic  engineer,  was  the  last  to

School  to  open  Sept.  2 

Argonne  students,  staff  get  ready 
for  move  to  new,  high-tech  campus

The  SF  Unified  School 
District  is  about  to  open  more 
schools  with  technologically  sup- 
portive instruction. 

On  Sept.  2,  Argonne 
Alternative  School  will  reopen  its 
doors  to  its  students,  teachers  and 
administrators.  After  more  than  a 
year  of  construction,  the  school 
community  can  begin  to  enjoy 
one  of  the  most  electronically  ad- 
vanced elementary  schools  in 
San  Francisco. 

Along  with  a  multimedia  li- 
brary, computer  lab  and  comput- 
er terminals  in  each  classroom, 
the  school  is  planning  to  provide 
Internet  accessibility  for  students 
and  teachers. 

"There  are  multiple  inroads  to 
acquire  knowledge,  and  techno- 
logically-supportive instruction  is 
one  of  them."  said  Rose 
Barragan,  principal  of  Argonne 
Alternative  School. 

Along  with  the  George 
Moscone  Elementary  School, 
both  schools  will  be  among  the 
first  to  resurface  from  construc- 
tion projects,  funded  by  the  1994 
bond  measure  Proposition  A,  as 
new  facilities  with  the  ability  to 
serve  students  and  parents. 
Rooftop  Middle  School  was  the 
first  to  be  completed  with  Prop- 
osition A  funds. 

"We  are  delighted  that  the  vot- 
ers of  San  Francisco  have  made  it 
possible  to  provide  modern-state 
facilities  to  the  children  of  San 
Francisco,"  said  Gail  Kaufman, 
director  of  communications  and 
public  relations  ai  the  SF  Unified 
School  District. 

The  new  Argonne  facility  on 
18th  Avenue  and  Cabrillo  Street 
is  equipped  with  the  hardware, 
software  and  physical  space  that 
the  old  site  did  not  have. 

Not  only  are  computers  and 
Internet  access  slated  to  be  a 
commonplace  staple,  but  a  multi- 
purpose room,  play  rooms,  a  mu- 
sic room  and  before-  and  after- 
school  programs  will  be  features 
of  the  day-to-day  operation  of  the 
Argonne  facility. 

As  an  interactive  facility,  ac- 
cording to  Barragan,  the  multi- 
purpose room  will  accommodate 
kitchens,  basketball  courts,  a  re- 
tractable stage  and  an  auditori- 
um, and  the  facility  will  also  pro- 
vide programs  like  day  care  ser- 
vices and  computer  instruction 
for  adults. 

"The  new  facility  is  a  building 
that  will  be  able  to  support  the 
many  aspects  of  children's  learn- 
ing," Barragan  said. 

The  cost  of  the  Argonne  facil- 
ity is  estimated  at  almost  $9  mil- 
lion, and  the  size  of  its  structure

will  be  51,480  square  feet  on  a 
68,400-square-foot  lot.  Accord- 
ing to  Kaufman,  the  facility 
should  be  able  to  accommodate 
18  classrooms  and  540  students 
in  grades  K-5. 

Although  (he  school  commu- 
nity is  ready  to  return  to  its 
school,  which  it  left  one-and- 
half-years  ago  to  use  the  Claire 
Lilienthal  facility  on  Sacramento 
Street,  the  new  facility  may  not 
be  completely  ready. 

A  glitch  seems  to  have  slowed 
down  when  the  school  will  be 
wired  to  Internet.  According  to 
Jane  Muramoto-Yung,  a  parent 
involved  with  the  school. 
Proposition  A  of  1994  and  mon- 
ey allocated  in  1997  for  Internet 
connections,  wiring  will  not  be 
completed  for  months. 

A  firm  to  design  the  Internet 
wiring  plan  has  been  chosen  and 
bids  for  the  builder  are  in  the  se- 
lection process.  According  to 
Barragan,  Internet  connection  to 
the  classrooms  and  the  rest  of  the 
school  should  be  up  and  running 
no  later  than  November. 

Despite  this  slowdown, 
Muramoto  Yung  said  the  school 
in  general  is  "a  dream  come 
true." 

But  the  school  community  of 
Argonne  was  not  so  fortunate  for 
a  long  time.  In  1977  the  original 
school's  brick  building  was  de- 
molished because  it  was  declared 
unsafe  in  the  event  of  an  earth- 
quake. 

Temporary  bungalows  were 
brought  in  to  replace  the  old 
brick  building  which  was  built  in 
1919.  In  1996  the  temporary  bun- 
galows were  removed  and  the 
construction  of  the  new  facility 
started. 

According  to  Kaufman,  par- 
ents are  finally  receiving  "a  new, 
modern  facility"  to  replace  dilap- 
idated bungalows. 

Students  are  eager  to  return  to 
their  school.  They  are  looking 
forward  to  move  back  into  the 


new  facility  with  the  new  play- 
grounds, upstairs  patio  and  chil- 
dren's fantasy  equipment. 
Barragan  said  from  her  office  at 
the  Claire  Lilienthal  Elementary 
School  at  3950  Sacramento  St 

Once  students  move  back  to 
their  new  facility,  the  Claire 
Lilienthal  school  is  scheduled  for 
construction,  which  is  also  to  be 
funded  by  Proposition  A. 
Kaufman  said.  After  construc- 
tion, this  site  will  become  part  of 
the  Claire  Lilienthal  Alternative 
School  in  the  Marina  District  at 
3630  Divisadero  St.,  where  the 
students  of  the  Claire  Lilienthal 
school  moved  to  about  one-and- 
half-years  ago  to  make  room  for 
Argonne  students. 

With  the  bond  measures  the 
Unified  School  District  plans  to 
upgrade  all  of  its  schools,  which 
includes  infrastructure  for 
Internet  access,  according  to 
Kaufman.  The  district  is  also 
looking  at  refurbishing  schools 
by  rebuilding  roofs  and  painting. 

The  new  Argonne  facility  is  a 
place  where  students  can  learn 
from  instruction  as  well  as  a 
hands-on-experience,  Barragan 
said.  Teaching  is  an  interactive 
effort,  she  says. 

According  to  Barragan,  the 
school  subscribes  to  the  teaching 
philosophy  of  Harvard  professor 
Howard  Gardner's  "Theory  of 
Multiple  Intelligences."  The  the- 
ory states  that  there  exists  seven 
intelligences:  verbal/linguistic, 
mathematical/logical,  spatial, 
musical,  body/kinesthetic,  inter- 
personal and  intrapersonal.  So 
the  new  Argonne  facility  sup- 
ports this  teaching  philosophy.  It 
is  designed  to  reinforce  hands- 
on-learning  through  immediate 
access  to  resources  and  electron- 
ic multimedia. 

The  knowledge  the  students 
receive  at  the  new  facility  will 
carry  on  beyond  their  elementary 
school  experiences,  Barragan 
said.

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New  manager  at  Academy  faces  many  challenges 


Levitan  seeks 
support  from 
neighborhoods

"The  California  Academy  of 
Sciences  is  a  greal  place  for  kids 
and  adults,  too,  for  that  matter." 
explains  Mcagan  Levitan,  who 
■a  as  recently  appointed  manager 
of  public  relations  and  govern- 
ment affairs  for  the  academy. 

"The  educational  opportuni- 
ties here  really  are  fantastic."  she 
•^aid.  Her  enthusiasm  fuels  a  gen- 
uine commitment  to  reach  out  to 
the  community  on  behalf  of  the 
academy's  many  public  offer- 
ings. 

Although  a  sizeable  percent- 
age of  academy  attendance 
comes  from  outside  City  limits, 
Levitan  believes  the  institution's 
long-term  well-being  relies  on 
maintaining  strong  support  in  the 
surrounding  neighborhoods.

arium. Natural  History  Museum, 
ongoing  lecture  series  and  travel- 
ling major  exhibits,  many  are  un- 
aware that  behind  the  scenes  the 
academy  maintains  a  highly  re- 
spected scientific  research  facili- 
ty 

"Our  mission  is  to  explore  and 
explain  the  natural  world."  said 
Levitan.  adding  that  the  academy 
represents  "Earth,  ocean  and 
space  —  all  in  one  place." 

On  July  12,  the  Academy 
hosted  its  annual  summer  gala. 
"Insects.  Bugs  and  Rock  'n* 
Roll."  The  event  was  a  huge  suc- 
cess. Levitan  says. 

The  academy's  largest  fund- 
raising  event,  the  annual  "Run  to 
the  Far  Side."  takes  place  on  the 
Sunday  following  Thanksgiving. 
The  run  ranks  as  the  third  largest 
footrace  in  the  country. 

As  the  Academy  of  Sciences' 
official  spokesperson  and  liaison 
to  local,  state  and  federal  govern- 
ments. Levitan  will  oversee  the 
Public  Relations  and  Govern- 
mental Affairs  Department.  She 
looks  forward  to  dealing  with  the 
immediate  challenges  faced  by

Dangerous  intersections 
named  by  District  seniors 


In  a  survey  of  senior  citizens 
living  in  the  Richmond  District 
subjects  cited  five  intersections 
—  Geary  Boulevard  and 
Masonic,  20th,  25th  and  27th  av- 
enues and  California  Street  and 
Presidio  Avenue  —  as  being  the 
most  dangerous.  Geary  Boul- 
evard at  25ih  Avenue  was  rated 
the  most  dangerous. 

The  survey,  conducted  by 
Richmond  Area  Multi  Services, 
sought  to  find  information  about 
how  safe  seniors  felt  at  "major 
problem  intersections"  and  what 
the  primary  problems  were. 

Survey  forms  were  distributed 
to  10  senior  centers  and  pro- 
grams in  the  Richmond  District. 
A  total  of  263  completed  surveys 
were  returned. 

The  breakdown  of  information 


about  subjects  is  as  following: 

•  Most  of  the  respondents  said 
they  crossed  intersections  be- 
tween 8  a.m.  and  5  p.m. 

•72  percent  of  the  respon- 
dents said  they  walked  with  a 
cane  or  had  difficulty  walking 

•67  percent  of  the  respon- 
dents said  walk  signals  do  not 
grant  them  enough  time  to  cross 
an  intersection 

Subjects  also  ranked  their 
concerns  about  walking  in  the 
District.  The  include:drivers  go- 
ing too  fast  (27  percent);  inter- 
sections not  having  crosswalks 
(21  percent);  cars  turning  right 
onto  crosswalks  (15  percent); 
cars  running  red  lights  and  stop 
signs  (13  percent)  and  intersec- 
tions without  stop  signs  for  on- 
coming drivers  (13  percent).

As  the  M.H.  De  Young

The  officer  responded 
by  administering  a  bear  hug  to 
the  suspect  and  wrestled  him  to 
the  ground. 

While  attempting  to  handcuff 
the  suspect  a  second  suspect  ap- 
proached one  of  the  officers  from 
behind  and  said,  "What  the  f— 
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are  you  doing  to  my  buddy?" 
Both  officers  told  the  second  sus- 
pect to  step  back.

The  victim  was  working  at  the 
front  counter  of  a  movie  theater 
when  the  first  suspect  entered  the 
building  and  pointed  a  semi-auto- 
matic handgun  at  him.  The  sus- 
pect said,  "Don't  move.  Give  me 
all  your  money." 

The  suspect  then  walked  to 
the  theater's  refreshment  counter 
and  told  the  second  victim  to  put 
his  hands  up.  The  suspect  placed 
an  orange  plastic  bag  on  the 
counter  which  the  second  victim 
filled  with  $110.

Clement  St.  last  year,  said  he  has  no  plans 
to  open  a  store  there. 

According  to  Sydney  Drell.  vice  presi- 
dent of  marketing  for  Noah's  Bagels,  the 
firm  is  "absolutely  not"  interested  in  mov- 
ing into  the  Clement  Street  location. 

The  vacated  Churchill's  site  is  less  than 
1 ,000  square  feet,  meaning  most  business- 
es would  not  need  a  Conditional  Use 


Permit  or  approval  from  the  SF  Planning 
Commission  to  operate  at  the  location  as 
long  as  the  prospective  business  conformed 
to  zoning  regulations. 

Koo  said  prospective  tenants  will  be 
studied  to  make  sure  their  businesses  will 
remain  at  the  site  for  a  long  lime. 

He  said  the  owners  of  the  property 
would  be  weary  of  another  bar  or  "Asian 
market"  on  Clement  Street. 

"There's  been  a  bar  there  for  20  years,"

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Richmond  Band  signs  on  with  major  record  label 

Box  Set  hopes  to  debut  first 
album  with  Capricorn  in  January

Currently,  the  acoustic  duo  of 
Jim  Brunbcrg  and  Jeff  Pehrson, 
of  the  Richmond  District-based 
band  Box  Set.  is  in  the  process  of 
packaging  its  major  record  label 
debut. 

Box  Set.  which  got  its  start 
playing  coffeehouses  such  as 
Simple  Pleasures  and  the  now- 
defunct  Owl  &  Monkey  Cafe, 
signed  on  with  Capricorn 
Records  earlier  this  year. 

The  label  is  home  to  such 
bands  as  311,  Widespread  Panic 
and  Cake. 

Box  Set  drummer  Mark 
Abbott  said  signing  with  a  major 
label  is  a  rewarding  experience. 

"Just  being  on  the  label  is  re- 
ally cool,"  he  said.  "While  being 
a  major  label,  (Capricorn)  still 
has  a  small  feel.  It  has  a  definite 
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family  vibe." 

Bassist  Chad  Heise  is  also 
pleased  with  the  label. 

"We  got  a  good  feel  from  the 
company,"  he  said.  "It  wasn't  like 
we  were  being  schmoozed." 

Box  Set's  music  fuses  ele- 
ments of  folk,  rock  and  jazz  ac- 
companied by  the  flowing  vocal 
interplay  of  Brunbcrg  (electric 
guitar,  acoustic  guitar,  trumpet) 
and  Pehrson  (acoustic  guitar). 
Organist  and  harmonica  player 
Sam  Johnston  is  the  other  mem- 
ber of  the  band. 

Abbott  said  the  new  album 
will  be  more  aggressive  than  the 
band's  last  three  independent  re- 
leases. 

"The  song  selections  and 
arrangements  are  a  little  more  ag- 
gressive," he  said.  "It's  heavier 
than  things  we've  done  before, 
but  people  will  hear  some  light 
stuff  on  it." 

Heise  said  the  CD  will  be  gritty. 

"The  music  is  still  acoustic- 
based,  but  it  has  a  little  more 
electricity  going  on,"  he  said. 
"It's  got  a  little  more  grit  —  not 
so  irebley." 

Abbott  said  the  release  will 
have  some  reworked  Box  Set  fa- 
vorites. 

"They'll  have  a  new  life  to 
them,"  he  said.  "Jim  and  Jeff 
each  do  solo  songs.

"One  of  the  songs.  '18  Days 
(of  rain)'  is  anthemic.  It's  the 
type  of  song  that  stays  with  you." 

Heise  described  another  song 
as  "a  real  rocking  tune." 

"It  has  a  screaming  guitar  solo 
on  it,"  he  said.  "It's  been  growing 
on  me  a  lot." 

Abbott  said  this  new  album 
has  the  potential  to  be  Box  Set's 
big  break. 

"We  have  a  large,  loyal  fol- 
lowing in  San  Francisco,"  he 
said.  "If  our  music  gets  on  na- 
tional radio  other  people  all  over 
the  country  might  respond  like 
our  fans  in  San  Francisco."

Ballet  school  teaches  work  ethic,  respect  for  arts

After  nearly  seven  years  since 
opening  its  doors  in  the  Sunset 
District,  the  Shan-Yee  Poon 
Ballet  School  has  found  a  new 
home  in  the  Richmond  District  in 
a  former  Masonic  lodge  once  oc- 
cupied by  Walt  Baptiste  and  the 
Asian  American  Theater 
Company. 

Growth  forced  the  school  to 
find  a  new  home. 

"Finding  a  facility  for  a  ballet 
school  in  the  avenues  is  no  small 
task,"  Shan-Yee  Poon.  the 
school's  founder  and  artistic  di- 
rector, said.  "Very  few  buildings 
have  the  large  unobstructed 
rooms  required  for  baiJet  instruc- 
tion." 

After  two  years  of  searching, 
she  found  the  perfect  place  in  the 
Inner  Richmond. 

On  the  eve  of  the  school's  re- 
location anniversary,  Poon  enter- 
tained questions  in  the  beautiful- 
ly renovated  paJisade  main  room. 
Bom  in  Japan  and  raised  in  Hong 
Kong,  Poon  began  studying  bal- 
let at  the  age  of  six. 

"Early  on  I  found  that  I  en- 
joyed studying  ballet,"  Poon  said. 
"It  was  never  a  chore  for  me.  I 
enjoyed  the  attention  and  the  op- 
portunity to  perform." 

At  the  age  of  10  she  was  invit- 
ed to  audition  for  the  Royal 
Ballet  School  in  London  and  was 
later  accepted  into  the  school. 
Being  the  only  daughter  in  an 
Asian  family,  Poon  had  a  difficult 
time  convincing  her  dad  to  let  her 
pursue  her  dance  career. 

"I  begged  my  dad  to  go,"  she 
said.  "My  mom  was  very  sup- 
portive and  helped  me  persuade 
my  father  to  let  me  go." 

After  six  years  of  intensive 


study,  Poon  graduated  and  was 
accepted  as  a  soloist  with  the 
West  German  Slate  dance  com- 
pany, where  she  performed  for 
four  years.  Since  moving  to  the 
Bay  Area  in  1984,  Poon  has  ap- 
peared as  a  soloist  with  the  San 
Francisco  Opera  ballet,  the 
Peninsula  Ballet,  Ruth  Langridge 
Dance  Company  and  Theater 
Ballet  of  San  Francisco. 

A  former  vice  president  of 
Pear  Garden  in  the  West,  a 
Chinese-American  performing 
arts  organization,  she  chore- 
ographed and  danced  the  leading 
role  in  the  Chinese  folk  tale, 
"Monkey  and  the  Spider  Spirit." 

Poon  began  teaching  in  1986 
and  has  maintained  a  philosophy 
for  her  school. 

"We  not  only  train  excellent 
dancers,"  she  said.  "We  also  de- 
velop good  character  in  children 
so  they  will  have  respect." 

She  said  the  school  empha- 
sizes a  good  work  ethic.  Poon 
teaches  her  students  not  to  be 
afraid  of  hard  work.  She  said  pa- 
tience is  the  process  of  achieving 
excellent  in  dance  and  in  life. 

Nowadays,  parents  are  often 
so  busy  that  children  are  lacking 
the  nurturing  they  need,  she  said. 

"Ballet  is  an  important  part  of 
children's  lives,"  Poon  said.  "Ii 
teaches  children  different  tools 
necessary  for  life  —  poise,  grace 
and  character. 

"Ballet  is  a  great  way  to  open 
up  the  mind  and  creative  spirit  in 
oneself.  Art  and  dance  are  an  im- 
portant part  of  one's  life  —  art 
can  express  life.  Art  culture  can- 
not be  separated  from  one's  life. 
It's  so  enriching." 

Poon's  goal  is  to  help  a  new 
generation  of  children  and  adults 
become  more  culturally-aware. 


"Dance  fills  the  void  of  that 
necessary  part  in  one's  educa- 
tion," she  said.  "It  helps  to  devel- 
op a  well-rounded  person. 
Moreover,  it  develops  an  appreci- 
ation for  the  arts."  she  said. 

The  school  offers  both  begin- 
ning and  upper-level  dance  class- 
es for  children  and  adults. 

"In  the  past  seven  months 
there  has  been  a  tremendous 
amount  of  requests  for  adult  bal- 
let," Poon  said.  "The  program 
has  been  very  well  received.  A 
lot  of  adults  feel  that  they  didn't 
have  the  opportunity  when  they 
were  younger  to  develop  a  love 
for  dance  —  now's  their  chance." 

Since  learning  ballet,  many  of 
Poon's  students  have  achieved 
great  success. 

San  Francisco  resident  Alice 
Siu  was  awarded  an  honorable 
mention  scholarship  from  the 
Hennessy  X.O.  Performing  Arts 
Scholarship  Awards  Program  for 
Chinese-Americans.  Another  San 
Francisco  resident,  Marisa  Ng, 
trained  in  an  intensive  two-week 
program  at  the  Royal  Ballet 
School's  Senior  Summer  Course 
in  London  and  also  received  a 
scholarship  for  $1,000  from  the 
Hennessy  X.O.  Performing  Arts 
Program. 

Recently,  Natalie  Flores,  a 
former  student,  was  selected  to 
participate  in  the  San  Francisco 
Opera's  75th  anniversary  produc- 
tion of  Benjamin  Britten's  opera, 
"Death  in  Venice." 

But  Poon's  most  famous 
prodigy  is  Rasta  Thomas,  who  is 
performing  in  Europe  and  Japan. 
He  recently  became  the  youngest 
gold  medalist  in  the  history  of 
the  International  Ballet  Competi-

Hendrix  said. 

The  homicide  division  of  the 
police  department  has  yet  to  un- 
cover any  leads  on  the  suspect 
that  shot  Lloyd,  according  to 
Hendrix. 

The  only  information  Hendrix 
would  release  as  of  presstime 
about  the  homicide  is  that  Lloyd 
was  a  black  man  who  lived  in  the 
park. 

Lloyd's  body  was  found, 
Hendrix  said,  near  the  pavilion 
after  "citizens  heard  shots"  and 
called  police. 

A  motive  for  the  murder  is  un- 
known. Hendrix  said. 

According  to  Mark  Porto,  a 
sergeant  with  the  Park  Police 
Station  at  Golden  Gate  Park,  a 
white  male  who  lives  out  of  town 
has  been  identified  as  a  possible 
suspect  and  police  are  pursuing 
leads  in  the  case. 

In  the  same  week  of  the  two 
murders  at  Golden  Gate  Park,  a 
young  homeless  man  killed  an 
Asian  man  in  Buena  Vista  Park. 

Scott  J.  Philips  has  been 
booked  for  the  July  15  murder  of 
Peter  Luu. 

Police  apprehended  Philips 
moments  after  the  murder  was 
committed,  at  about  7:30  p.m.. 
because  witnesses  contacted  po- 
lice after  they  discovered  Luu's 
body,  said  Nicholas  Klimenko,  a 
homicide  inspector  with  the  po- 
lice department. 

Philips  has  a  history  of  arrests 
due  to  violence,  according  to 
Porto. 

He  describes  the  suspect  as  a 
"transient  kid  with  a  propensity 
for  violence."

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Johnathan  Holbrook  has 
owned  The  Courtyard  bar 
and  restaurant  for  19  years 
and  chef  Solomon  Garcia  has 
cooked  there  for  four  years.  The 
split-level  dining  room  is  a 
cheery  and  inviting  room,  with 
high  ceilings  and  part-carpet, 
part-brick  floors. 

The  exposed  lightly  colored 
wood  around  booths,  chairs,  ta- 
bles, ceiling  and  trim,  plus  lots  of 
windows  help  to  give  an  open,  al- 
most outdoors  feeling.  Even  the 
bar  area  has  floor  to  ceiling  win- 
dows, looking  out  over  both  the 
entrance  and  street. 

The  menu  in  the  dining  room 
is  a  bit  pricey  for  the  neighbor- 
hood but  the  service  is  impecca- 
ble. We  remember  the  long  wails 
and  sloppy  service  under  former 
management  and  applaud  John- 
athan for  his  good,  friendly  staff. 


Our  waitress,  {Catherine, 
could  not  have  been 
more  efficient  and  pleas- 
ant. However,  with  so 
many  selections  on  the 
menu  the  night  we  dined 
—  11  appetizers,  17  en- 
trees, plus  six  different 
specials  —  it  would  have 
been  unfair  to  expect  ev- 
erything to  be  equally  superb. 

Six  of  us  had  dinner  here  re- 
cently, and  Harm's  Fillet  Mignon 
Sandwich  on  a  French  roll,  with 
French  Fries  ($10.50).  was  defi- 
nitely the  table's  winner  for  both 
price  and  taste.  It  was  cooked  ex- 
actly as  ordered,  and  both  beef 
and  fries  were  excellent.  Ed's 
Marinated,  Grilled  Boneless  and 
Skinless  Chicken  was  well  pre- 
pared and  served  with  a  medley 
of  steamed  vegetables  and  rice, 
certainly  heart  healthy.

and  Eileen's  Barbecued  Baby 
Back  ribs,  served  with  fries  and 
cole  slaw  ($11.50).  were  good, 
but  Brcnda's  and  my  Housemade 
Ravioli  Stuffed  with  Bay  Shrimp, 
Prawns  and  Crab,  finished  in  a 
Champagne  Dill  Cream  Sauce 
($1 1.95).  was  very  rich  for  most 
palates  and  each  pillow  was 
huge.  (We  were  given  something 
on  the  order  of  six  ravioli  each, 
and  were  able  to  finish  only  two.) 
We  each  had  a  bite  of  Key  Lime 
Pie  ($5).  but  it  was  more  like  a 


Lime  Chiffon  concoction. 

The  following  week. 
Hanns  and  I  decided  to 
try  the  bar  menu,  and  en- 
joyed it. 

Joe  is  the  cook  for  the 
bar.  and  he  makes  his 
own  com  chips  to  go  with 
the  Guacamole  ($4.95). 
Prices  are  lower  and 
choices  are  different,  too. 

Hanns  enjoyed  his  Grilled 
Cheeseburger  with  Fries,  $7.50, 
while  I  thought  the  Grilled 
Chicken  Skewers,  $4. 95, were 
terrific.  Large  cubes  of  chicken 
are  served  on  wooden  skewers  on 
a  bed  of  julicnned  carrots  and 
crispy  rice  noodles,  all  dressed 
lightly  with  a  delightful  vinai- 
grette. 

We  would  recommend  eating 
in  a  bar,  but  we  remember  that 
smoking  is  still  allowed  in  San 


Glass  manufacturing  is  one 
of  the  oldest  of  human  in- 
dustries. People  have 
been  making  glass  for  more  than 
3,000  years.  You  would  expect 
that,  since  we've  been  making 
glass  for  so  long,  that  we'd  be 
surrounded  by  mountains  of  old 
glass.  But.  fortunately,  glass, 
made  primarily  from  sand,  soda 
ash  and  limestone,  is  one  of  the 
easiest  materials  to  recycle. 

Glass  recycling  itself  is  a 
straight-forward  process.  Used 
glass  bottles  and  jars  are  mixed 
with  raw  materials  and  heated  in 
a  melting  furnace  up  to  2.800  de- 
grees Fahrenheit.  The  molten 
glass  is  then  shaped  in  a  forming 
machine  and  turned  into  new 
glass  products. 

Not  only  is  glass  easy  to  recy- 
cle, but  it  can  be  recycled  indefi- 
nitely (the  glass  container  you 
used  this  morning  could  have 
glass  in  it  that  was  manufactured 
during  the  Gold  Rush),  and  it  is 
recycled  right  here  in  the  Bay 
Area.  We  currently  recycle  about 
27  million  pounds  of  glass  a  year 
in  San  Francisco  —  58  percent  of 
the  46  million  pounds  of  recy- 
clable glass  used  in  San 
Francisco.  While  this  is  higher 
than  the  national  average,  this 
still  means  we  send  more  than  19 
million  pounds  of  glass  to  the 
landfill  every  year. 

Glass  makes  up  about  10  per- 
cent of  the  waste  we  generate 
(nationwide  glass  makes  up 
about  6  percent  of  the  waste 
stream).  Glass  production  is  de- 
clining as  the  result  of  increasing 
competition  from  plastic  and  alu- 
minum containers. 


Recycling 
is  easy, 
cost  effective

Most  glass  is  used  for  contain- 
ers and  until  the  1960s,  most 
glass  beverage  containers  were 
refillable.  Milk  used  to  be  deliv- 
ered in  glass  bottles  and  could  be 
returned  to  be  refilled  and  used 
up  to  30  times  or  more.  Today, 
less  than  5  percent  of  glass  con- 
tainers are  refillable. 

A  return  to  refillable  bottles 
(which  Sweden  has  done  suc- 
cessfully) could  save  ninety  per- 
cent of  the  raw  materials  used  ju 
the  manufacture  of  glass  bottles. 
It  could  also  save  energy. 

It  takes  almost  4,000  BTUs  of 
energy  to  make  one  new  12- 
ounce  beverage  container,  where- 
as a  12-ounce  refillable  container 
used  10  times  would  require  less 
than  700  BTUs  of  energy. 

However,  since  refillable  glass 
containers  are  still  hard  to  find, 
the  next  best  thing  is  to  recycle 
your  glass  container.  By  recy- 
cling glass  containers,  you  can 
help  reduce  energy  use  for  glass 
containers  by  up  to  30  percent, 
reduce  air  pollution  (recycled 
glass  production  produces  less 
sulfur  dioxide,  carbon  dioxide 
and  nitrogen  oxide)  and  help  pre- 
serve valuable  landfill  space.  You 
also  reduce  the  amount  of  mining 
waste  created.  Three-hundred- 


eighty-four  pounds  of  waste  are 
created  for  every  ton  of  glass 
produced  —  50  percent  recycled 
glass  reduces  this  waste  by  75 
percent. 

All  glass  containers,  including 
bottles  and  jars,  are  recyclable. 
You  do  not  need  to  remove  the 


paper  tebels  (these  bum  off  in  the 
glass  furnace).  About  80  percent 
of  glass  containers  remain  intact 
during  the  recycling  collection 
and  sorting  process.  During  the 
sorting  process  they  are  separated 
into  three  groups  by  color:  green, 
clear,  and  brown.  The  containers 
are  then  sold  to  glass  manufac- 
turers who  grind  the  glass  and 
fire  it,  en  mass,  in  a  furnace. 

Recycling  glass  makes  sense. 
It  saves  resources  and  landfill 
spacer  reduces  pollution,  and 
helps  provide  jobs  right  here  in 
the  Bay  Area.

The  year  is 
1979  and 
San  Fran- 
cisco is  the  "in" 
place  to  live. 
Double  digit  infla- 
tion is  upon  us. 
Rents  are  rising  at 
a  rapid  rate  and 
residential  vacan- 
cies arc  down.  San  Francisco 
passes  an  "emergency"'  rent  con- 
trol ordinance  as  a  "temporary" 
measure  to  ensure  affordable 
housing  for  tenants. 

The  original  rent  control  ordi- 
nance included  how  much  land- 
lords can  raise  rent.  That  number 
was  indexed  to  the  Consumer 
Price  Index  (CPI)  with  floors  and 
ceilings  so  there  were  minimum 
and  maximum  increases,  no  mat- 
ter how  much  the  CPI  fluctuates. 
Rental  increases  were  limited  to 
60  percent  of  of  the  CPI,  with  a 
floor  and  a  ceiling  of  four  and 
seven  percent.  In  1992,  the  floor 
on  the  increase  was  deleted  so 
the  minimum  increase  can  be  less 
than  four  percent. 

The  original  rent  control  ordi- 
nance exempted  smaller  owner- 
occupied  properties  of  under  four 
units.  The  rationale  was  that 
owners  should  be  able  to  choose 
whom  they  want  to  live  with  and 
have  control  over  their  principal 
residence.  In  1994,  Proposition  I 
passed  and  all  rental  properties, 
including  two  to  four  unit  build- 
ings, were  placed  under  rent  con- 
trol. 


Rent  control 
revisited

Let's  fast  forward  to  1997. 

Inflation  is  in  check,  increas- 
ing about  two-  to  three-percent 
per  year.  But  rents  are  rising  at  a 
rapid  rate  once  again  and  resi- 
dential vacancies  are  down.  Why 
is  this  happening  again?  Because 
there  is  a  market  force  of  supply 
and  demand  which  rent  control 
laws  cannot  regulate. 

In  1994.  the  opponents  of 
Proposition  I  were  arguing  that 
the  effects  of  passing  Prop  I  will 
cause  owners  of  smaller  one-  to 
four-unit  buildings  to  pull  them 
out  of  the  rental  market,  thus  de- 
creasing the  supply  of  rental 
housing,  leading  to  higher  rents. 
In  many  respects,  this  has  hap- 
pened. I  have  seen  many  owners 
of  smaller  buildings  using  the 
whole  building  to  house  extended 
families  rather  than  renting  to 
other  tenants.  This  way,  they 
have  more  control  over  the  build- 
ing and  do  not  have  to  deal  with 
rent  control.  Currently,  the  oppo- 
nents of  Prop  I  have  been  gather- 
ing signatures  to  try  and  repeal 
the  proposition  on  the  upcoming 
November  ballot.

tion  in  Varna,  Bulgaria,  often 
called  "the  Olympics  of  ballet." 

Thomas  is  not  only  the 
youngest,  but  also  the  first 
American  to  win  a  gold  medal  in 
the  men's  junior  division  in  the 
Varna  competition. 

The  competition  is  the  oldest 
in  the  world  and  a  victory  at 
Varna  is  considered  to  be  the 
highest  honor  in  the  world  of 
classical  dance. 

One  Bulgarian  newspaper 
wrote.  "If  Michael  Jackson  could 
dance  like  Barychnikov  his  name 
would  be  Rasta  Thomas." 

Others  have  described 
Thomas  as  a  cross  between 
Bruce  Lee  and  Nureyev. 


Thomas  credits  Poon  for  in- 
stilling the  love  of  dance  in  him 
and  being  his  first  "real"  ballet 
teacher.  Thomas'  father  credits 
Poon  for  planting  the  seed  of 
dance  into  his  son. 

Poon  recalled  teaching 
Thomas  at  the  age  of  eight. 

"He  was  full  of  energy,"  she 
said.  "It  was  difficult  to  keep  him 
focussed. 

"Rasta  is  a  perfect  example  of 
a  young  man  with  a  burning  tal- 
ent within  that  was  waiting  to  ex- 
plode." 

Poon  combines  ancient 
Chinese  philosophy  of  character, 
manners,  respect  and  endurance 
with  the  classical  influences  of 
such  dance  teachers  as  Russian 
teacher  Agrppina  Vaganova  to 
create  her  own  energetic  style  of 
ballet. 


San  Francisco 
since  1979.  Is  it 
working  or  is  it 
time  to  think  of  a 
better  way?  Regul- 
ating anything  can 
work  for  a  while 
until  market  forces 
catch  up. 

In  San  Francis- 
co, the  reason  rents  are  going  up 
and  vacancies  are  going  down  is 
that  we  do  not  have  enough  sup- 
ply of  housing  to  meet  demand. 
The  economy  is  doing  well,  the 
unemployment  rate  is  low.  jobs 
are  plentiful  and  people  arc  mak- 
ing money  and  can  afford  to  pay 
more  rent. 

In  the  meantime,  tenants  who 
have  been  renting  the  same  units 
have  been  under  rent  control,  en- 
joying rental  increases  of  under 
two  percent  per  year  for  the  last 
five  years,  keeping  their  rents  ar- 
tificially low;  they  do  not  want  to 
move.  Then  toss  in  the  effects  of 
Prop  I,  owners  pulling  some  units 
out  of  the  rental  market,  plus 
some  condo  conversions  and  it 
leads  to  less  supply. 

What  can  we  do?  We  could  all 
agree  that  everyone  should  have 
the  opportunity  to  live  in  San 
Francisco  and  that  if  we  were  to 
become  a  City  of  have's  and  have 
not's.  it  would  dilute  the  richness 
and  culture  than  San  Francisco 
has  to  offer. 

If  we  can  agree  that  we  need 
more  supply  to  remedy  the  high 
rental-rate  situation,  can  we  alter 
some  of  our  building  and  zoning 
laws  to  allow  for  more  construc- 
tion of  rental  units? 

-The  developers  I  have  spoken 
to  have  said  that  building  afford- 
able rental  units  just  does  not 
make  economic  sense  in  San 
Francisco  because  the  cost  of 
construction  is  so  high  in  the 
City. 

Getting  plans  through  City 
Hall  is  time  consuming,  permit 
fees  are  extraordinarily  high, 
which  leads  them  either  to  build 
either  expensive  apartment  units 
so  that  they  can  make  some  mon- 
ey, or  else  build  low  income 
housing  and  use  governmental 
subsidies  to  mitigate  their  cost. 
But  either  way.  these  units  do  not 
help  the  middle  class  and  escalat- 
ing rents. 

What  will  help  is  if  City  Hall 
turns  more  pro-development  in- 
stead of  anti-growth,  cuts  down 
on  bureaucracy,  and  encourages 
more  construction  of  rental  units. 
I  think  that  it  is  time  that  our  City 
supervisors  spend  more  time  try- 
ing to  increase  our  housing  sup- 
ply rather  than  strengthening  rent 
control.

This  letter  is  in  response  to  a 
letter  written  by  Mike  Weisbarth, 
divisional  vice  president  of 
Office  Max,  in  the  July  issue  of 
the  Richmond  Re  View. 

As  the  office-supply-super- 
store  war  intensifies,  the  first  ca- 
sualties will  be  the  small,  local 
merchants  which  characterize  the 
Richmond  District. 

If  Office  Max  does  not  stop  its 
stealing  of  business  from  local 
stores,  many  hard-working  mer- 
chants in  the  neighborhood  may 
soon  disappear,  including  the 
half  dozen  or  so  copy  business 
located  near  Geary  Boulevard 
and  Stanyan  Street  —  just  two 
blocks  from  the  new  superstore. 

Using  the  company's  buying 
power.  Office  Max  offers  low 
prices  for  many  services  to  at- 
tract business  away  from  local 
merchants.  The  Ohio-based  store, 
which  besides  selling  office  sup- 
plies and  furniture,  features  a 
2,000-square-foot  photocopy 
center  which  sells  many  services 
below  local  merchants'  prices. 
Even  more  vicious  was  the 
store's  grand  opening  specials, 
which  were  advertised  in  large, 
color  flyers  sent  directly  to  resi- 


dent's homes  in  the  District. 
Specials  included  free  copies, 
printing,  and  business  cards. 

Office  Max  counters  that  its 
low  prices  are  aimed  to  compete1' 
with  rivals  Office  Depot  and 
Staples.  Management  contends 
low  prices  are  needed  to  stay 
competitive.  However,  super- 
stores do  not  substantially  impact 
the  prices  of  other  superstores, 
according  to  Fredrick  Warren- 
Boulton,  former  US  Justice 
Department  official,  in  a  recent 
article  from  Miami's  Sun- 
Sentinel.  Superstores  monopolize 
business  in  the  area,  relying  on 
business  taken  from  local  mer- 
chants to  grow. 

Also,  once  Office  Max  secures 
a  monopoly,  prices  will  rise. 

According  to  Warren-Boulton. 
a  study  of  Staples  revealed  their 
prices  would  rise  after  competi- 
tion is  eliminated.  This  would  be 
a  low  blow  also  to  the  communi- 
ty, which  would  then  be  forced  to 
use  Office  Max  and/or  Office 
Depot. 

According  to  the  article  in  the 
Sun-Sentinel,  the  Federal  Trade 
Commission  said,  "Office  super- 
stores offer  a  combination  of 
one-stop  shopping  and  competi- 
tive prices  that  no  one  else  can 
match.  While  other  retailers  also 
sell  some  office  supplies,  no  oth- 
er type  of  retail  format  offers  the 
breadth  of  product  line,  inventory 
on  hand  and  convenience  that  of- 
fice superstore  customers  re- 
quire." 

We  cannot  deny  free  enter- 
prise, especially  when  our  fast- 
paced,  economically-minded  so- 
ciety calls  for  these  types  of 
stores.  However,  we  must  still 
keep  our  values  regarding  what's 
"ethical"  and  what  we  will  accept 

—  in  the  form  of  limited  choices 

—  from  a  business  which  will 
have  so  much  influence  over  our 
neighborhood.

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mately  80  on-site  parking  spaces 
(41  spaces  for  the  gym,  39  spaces 
for  meeting  room  and  misc.) 

Thus,  it  only  met  one  fifth  of 
the  code  requirements. 

This  area  always  has  a  parking 
problem  because  of  the  following 
of  people  depended  on  street 
parking: 

•  66  percent  residents  are  ten- 
ants and  have  no  garages; 

•  Customers  enjoy  the  foods 
and  services  of  173  small  busi- 
nesses on  Clement  Street; 

•  750  employees  and  owners 
depend  on  customers  to  make  a 
livelihood; 

•  On  Sunday,  800  worshippers 
go  to  six  churches  near  the  gym. 


In  1986-90  the  City  Planning 
Department's  Neighborhood 
Parking  survey  indicated  this 
area  parking  congestion  at  1 1 1 .7 
percent  capacity,  a  need  for  30 
additional  parking  spaces.  Today 
it  may  need  60  percent  more. 

City  officials  know  about  the 
parking  situation  in  this  neigh- 
borhood but  still  are  not  provid- 
ing the  80  parking  spaces  as  re- 
quired by  the  code,  and  instead 
grant  a  variance  that  dumps  the 
problem  onto  a  public  street.  The 
variance  would  be  inflicted  sig- 
nificant damage  to  the  business- 
es, employment,  the  public  ne- 
cessity parking,  and  the  welfare 
of  this  minority  neighborhood. 

Without  an  Environmental 
Impact  report.  Zoning 
Administrator  Bob  Passmore 
stated  that  the  project  only  need- 
ed 12  parking  spaces.  Thus,  at 


the  appeal  hearing,  our  commit- 
tee lawyer  believes  the  zoning 
administrator  twisted  facts, 
abused  his  discretion  and  ill-rc- 
sponsibly  rendered  the  variance 
that  would  have  a  significant  eco- 
nomical and  environmental  ad- 
verse effects  onto  this  neighbor- 
hood. 

The  gym  with  its  variance  vio- 
lated the  following  City  laws  and 
slate  environmental  law: 

•  The  site  is  zoned  "RH3,"  not 
"P"  (Public)  as  the  zoning  ad- 
ministrator stated  in  the  variance. 

Because  of  "'RH3."  the  project 
must  be  in  conformity  to  the  pri- 
orities of  the  Master  Plan 
(Proposition  M).  The  variance  vi- 
olates the  following  priorities: 

•  The  existing  neighborhood 
serving  retail  uses  be  preserved 
and  enhanced  and  future  oppor- 
tunity for  residents  employment 


and  ownership  he  enhanced; 

•  The  city  supply  of  affordable 
housing  be  preserved  and  en- 
hanced; 

•  Commuter  traffic  not  impede 
Muni  transit  or  overburden  our 
street  or  neighborhood  parking, 
as  well,  California  Environ- 
mental Quality  Act  (CEQA)  sec- 
tion 21065.21 151  may  not  have 
been  followed. 

At  the  SF  Board  of  Permit 
Appeal's  hearing  we  submitted 
more  than  1,100  citizen-signed 
declarations.  The  board  members 
did  not  do  their  homework,  nor 
listen  to  reason.  We  believe  they 
are  biased,  and  made  a  sleepy  po- 
litical decision  in  upholding  the 
variance. 

Ninety-nine  percent  of  resi- 
dences around  this  project  op- 
pose the  variance  and  are  very 
angry  that  officials  knowingly 


abused  their  authority  in  granting 
the  variance. 

Before  the  gym  is  built,  three 
restaurants  on  Clement  plan  to 
close  or  move  out. 

In  the  appeal  hearing,  Helen 
Hobbs,  a  SF  Parking  and  Traffic 
commissioner,  indicated  the  de- 
partment has  money,  and  is  will- 
ing, to  finance  and  build  a  garage 
underneath  the  gym.  By  doing 
so,  Rec  and  Park  gets  a  free 
garage  and  fulfills  code  require- 
ments. This  helps  solve  the 
neighborhood  parking  problem. 

We,  the  taxpayers  and  citizens 
of  this  neighborhood,  would  like 
SF  Mayor  Brown  and  members 
of  the  board  of  supervisors  to  use 
wisdom  and  ingenuity  to  get  Rec 
and  Park  and  Parking  and  Traffic- 
to  work  out  a  solution.
